Decision M ay Affect Settlers in M any 
Parts of the Country. 
Rapid City, S. I)., Oct. IO.—Await­ 
ing the decision of tho register and 
receiver 
of the local 
United States 
land 
office is a case that 
is of the 
greatest 
interest 
to settlers 
every 
where who have taken up land under 
the desert land act of 1887. 
It is the 
contest of Charles T. Rudel against 
the desert entry of Tylta Siindqutst. 
Tile contestant claims that the land 
which lies northeast of Belle Fourche 
near the government Irrigation project 
is not desert land within tho meaning 
of the aet. 
The commissioner 
of the 
general 
land office at Washington onco made 
ruling that “lands which will produce 
native grasses sufficient in quantity 
if unfed by grazing animals, to make 
an ordinary crop of hay in usual sea 
sons are not desert lands,” and that 
"lands 
which will produce 
an agri 
cultural crop of any kind in amount 
to make the cultivation reasonably re- 
munorative are not desert lands.” Miss 
Sundquist has made the land produc­ 
tive, Rudel alleges, and if ids contest 
is allowed it will 
affect many other 
sett h r s who have taken up land in 
this vicinity and made a fair success 
of it under the desert act liable to con­ 
test and practically helpless for the 
reason 
that the rainfall 
in this vi­ 
cinity during the past two years has 
greatly exceeded that of former years. 
It is believed that the decision will 
affect likewise settlers in other parts 
of the country.

Paul, Oct. IO.—A new theory ad­ 
vanced W ednesday was that Nestor 
Thompson, a private In Company M,

hurled him over the bridge railing or

New York, Oct. 10.—The method 
through 
which tho 
trustees of 
the 
Standard Oil trust liquidated the com ­ 
pany in order to comply with the order 
of the 
Ohio courts was 
further un­ 
folded W ednesday when W esley II. 
Tilford, 
treasurer 
of 
the 
Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, was re­ 
called to the witness stand in the fed­ 
eral suit against 
the socalled trust. 
Statements compiled from stock books 
of the various subsidiary companies 
during 
the 
trust 
liquidation 
were 
placed on the records and from these 
and 
from Mr. 
Tilford, 
the govern­ 
m ent’s counsel, 
Prank 
B, Kellogg, 
says that the gravamen of the govern­ 
ment's 
charge 
that only 
a psuedo 
liquidation was effected and that the 
trust continued as an entity and under 
the same control as at the time of its 
inception in 1882 has been proved. 
Mr. Kellogg was able to develop that 
the liquidating trustees and their a s ­ 
sociates liquidated only enough tm t 
certificates to give them a m ajority ( f 
the stock 
of the twenty 
subsidiary 
companies and that they voted these 
stocks as individuals and maintained 
a constant control 
over the integral 
companies. 
The dividends declared 
on the stocks of these companies were 
paid directly to those holders who had 
liquidated the trust certificates and to 
the 
trustees 
who 
held the 
stocks 
against the unliquidated certificates ot 
the trust. 


Trustees Liquidated T h e ir Shares. 
Mr. Kellogg showed that the tru s­ 
tees and one or two associates were 
the only certificate holders who liqui­ 
dated their shares in the old Standard 
Oil trust. 
Mr. Tilford testified that the cross­ 
town pipe line 
under Central Park, 
whose ownership has caused consider­ 
able perplexity to the federal counsel 
when it did not appear on the books 
of the Standard Oil Company of New 
York after 1900, was still owned by 
(he New York company, 
Mr. Kellogg again tried to find on* 
the

for

lo a n s 
amounting to several millions, given 
to P. S. T rainer by the Southern Pipe 
Lino company. 
Efforts to ascertain

MAKING A RECORD RUN. 


Com ment of Chinese People on It Is 


Enthusiastic. 
Shanghai, Ort. IO.—The comment of 
tho Chinese press, officials and people 
on the visit to Shanghai of W ar Sec­ 
retary Taft is most enthusiastic. The 
reports published in the newspapers of 
this city 
on the subject 
have been 
telegraphed to all parts of China. The 
general feeling of the Chinese on the 
utterances of Mr. Taft may be sum ­ 
marized as follows: 
“The United States will not sell the 
Philippine islands, an assurance which 
is welcomed as it means that there 
will be no extension 
of Japanese in­ 
fluence and a continuance of American 
Influence in tho Far East. 
“The Chinese desire 
to interpret 
Mr. T aft’s statem ent reiterating that 
the United States favors the open door 
policy in China as being unofficial but 
at the same time 
made on high au­ 
thority and indicating that the United 
States will support 
it in China and 
maintain the policy in Manchuria, the 
only 
place where 
the open 
door Is 
threatened. 
“Mr. 
Taft’s 
endorsement 
of the 
United States court for China over 
which Judge Wilfley presides is looked 
upon as meaning a continuance of the 
new’ era of justice and as dem onstrat­ 
ing that the United States is really 
interested in China. 
“The enthusiastic welcome accord­ 
ed to Mr. Taft here atones for the 
boycott of American goods and dem ­ 
onstrates 
Chinn’s 
friendship 
tor 
America. 
“The assurances given in regard to 
fair 
treatm ent 
of 
the 
emigration 
question are accepted in good faith. 
“China trusts in the United States 
and believes in her as a true friend.” 
Although the visit 
of Mr. Taft to 
China is unofficial, it Is regarded as 
being epoch-making 
and as assuring 
the return of confidence on the part of 
China in the United States, which was 
disturbed by the boycott, and as re­ 
establishing the pre-eminent influence 
in the empire of America established 
by tho late Secretary Hay.

was 
stolen. 
She Implicated 
in hot 
peculations a negro, Albert Jones, and 
a man known as "Ralph Smith.” 
The 
former is under arrest and tho police 
are searching for the latter. 
In lier 
confession Mrs. 
Romadka 
says that her first theft was commit­ 
ted In April. 
"I saw an advertisement in a pa 
per." she said, "for a trained nurse. I 
went 
to 
the home 
of Mrs. 
David 
Pfaclzer, 
4514 Forrestville 
avenue 
and secured 
tile position. 
I stayed 
there about a day and a half, stealing 
a diamond ring, a diamond bracelet 
and a silver card case." 
After detailing several similar ex 
perlences, sometimes securing posi­ 
tions in families in one capacity oi 
another 
through 
advertisements, 
sometimes 
deliberately 
walking 
in 
where she found a door open, secur­ 
ing in each case a few pieces of jew -1 
elry, Mrs. Romadka continued: 
"Then I went 
to Milwaukee for a 
time and stole a sealskin coat from 
Mrs. Cady at I Sd Eighteenth street.; 
I shipped the coat to Jones and he sold 
it for $18. 
I found out how easy it > 
was to steal while I was in Milwaukee 
before coming to Chicago. 
I got a 
Job as nurse girl and one day while 
the woman was out I noticed that she 
left her jewelry on her dressing table. 
This gave me the idea that I could 
gf t positions and steal jewelry just 
as easily as not. 
Negro Disposed of the Plunder. 
"I came to 
Chicago last April. 
I 
met. Jones in a lilac© at 2C>30 Wabash 
avenue and later he told me how to 
do the jobs. 
He gave me two trunk 
keys and showed me just how to get 
Into a house. 
I would take the stuff 
and 
Jones 
would 
sell it. 
I 
don’t I 
know that he stole anything himself." 
Attorney J. F. Donovan of Milwau­ 
kee, who represents the woman’s hus­ 
band and who will defend her in court, 
says that Mrs. Romadka went to Mil­ 
waukee from Oshkosh when she was 
nineteen 
years 
old. 
After a 
short 
courtship she married Romadka. the 
ceremony 
taking place 
at Oshkosh. 
According to the 
attorney, the new- 
life to which her millionaire husband 
introduced her turned 
t h e .woman’s 
head. 
After a short period of travel 
she insisted 
upon moving 
either to 
New- York 
or Chicago. 
After much 
opposition the husband permitted her 
to come to Chicago. She brought w-ith 
her lier daughter, then a baby, and 
was kept well supplied with money by 
Romadka. 
Mrs. Romadka was arrested Satur­ 
day evening at a down-town restaurant 
after jew-elry which she was wearing
